Andrew Way» Jr. was trained as a printer in Philadelphia, 
and founded the company Way and Grof f with Joseph Grof f 
in 1798. The company sought and received lucrative 
government (Minting contracts. Rules and Articles for the 
Better Ginfemtnent of the Troops. . .of the United States is 
one of their better known works. The firm opened a branch 
in Washington in 1800, and the partnership was dissolved in 
1802. 

Andrew Way, Jr., joined his brother George to form their 
own bookselling and printing company, A 8e G Way, in 
Philadelphia and Washington, which for many years was a 
(»ominent printer of the government publications. After 
1804 their major activities were centered in the new capital. 
The business prospered, and in 1807 the Way brothers 
became the dominant stockholders in a new glass works, 
which floiuished under their astute direction. 

They were involved in local social and political affairs, 
and actively and very successfully lobbied for government 
printing. Tliey kept on good social and business terms with 
John Beckley, Qerk of the House, and Samuel Otis, 
Secretary of die Senate, and these men of some influence 
helped them greatly. 

George, who was the less active parmer, died on May 26, 
1819, and Andrew continued to operate the printing and 
glass companies. In 1822 Andrew brought in a new partner, 
Jacob Gideon, and the printing works began trading under 
the imprint of Way and Gideon. The company lasted until 
1 854— and thereafter Andrew Way, Jr. devoted his energies to 
directing his glass works.

Fellow-citizens nf the Senate 

and of tJie House of Ucpresentatlces : 

ON our present meeting, it is my first duty to in- 
cite your alfeniion to tlic providential favors which 
our country has experienced in the unusual degree 
of health di^peu^rd to its inhabitants, aiul in the 
rich abundance wi(h which the eartli has rew ardcd 
the labors bestowed on it. In tlie successful culti- 
ration of oth«!r brap'^bes of industry, and in llic pro- 
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grest of general improvement faronble to -the na- 
tional jpro^peritr. there 18 just occasion, also, for our 
mutual eonj^tnlations and thankfulness. 

With tlie;$c blcbsings arc necessarily mingled 
the prossinres anil virissitudes incident to the state 
of var iuto trhich the United States have been 
forced, by tlit perseverance of a foreign power in 
its system of injus^tice and sg^-ession. 

Previous to its declaration it was deemed pro* 
^cr, as a nina«iuix* of precaution and fory^cast, that a 
ronsidorable force should be placed in the Michi- 
gan tprriloiy. vith a genera] view to its security, 
and, in the event of war, to such openitioiis in the 
uppermost Canada as would interrupt the hostile in- 
liucnce of Great liri nin over the savages^, obtnin the 
coiumaud of tlic hike ou which that part of Cannda 
borders, and uiaintiiiii co-opernting relations with 
such forccj* as might be mo-t conveniently employ- 
ed against other parf-?. Brij^adier general Hull was 
charged wirJi this provisional -ervice : having under 
his command a budy oF tr«>ops composed of regu- 
lars, mid of volunteers fitim the state of Oliio, Hav- 
ing reached Iiis destiaatiou after his kno;vledge of 
the war, ai:d posscS'iing discretionary authority to 
net oftensivcly, he passed into the neighboring terri- 
tory of the enemy with a i>ro.?pect of easy aud vie- 
torious prosress. The expedition nevertheless ter- 
minated uufortunately, not only in a retreat to the 
town and fort of Detroit, but in the suiTender of 
both, aud of the gallant corps commanded by that 
oificpr. The causes of this painful reverse will be 
investigated by a militaiy tribunal. 

A distinguishing feature in the operations which 
preceded and followed this advei-se event, is tiie 
use made by the enemy of the merciless savages 
under their influence. Whilst the benevolent poli- 
ey of the United States invariably recommended 
peace and pi*omt»ted civilization amimg t!iat wretch- 
ed portion of the human race, and was making c.v- 
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•rtions to dissuade tlicm from takiiis either side m 
the war, the enemv has not scrupled to call (o hU 
aid their ruthless ferocity^ armed with the horrors of 
those instruments of carnage and torture which are 
known to spare neither age nor sex. In this out- 
rage against the laws of honorable war^ and against 
the feelings sacred to huuiaiiiry^ the British com- 
manders cannot resort to a plea of retaliation : for it 
is committed in the face of our example. They 
cannot mitigate it hy calling it a self-defence agnlnst 
men in arms ; for it embraces the nior^t shocking 
butcheries of defenceless families. Nor can it be 
pretended that they are not answerable for tlie atro- 
cities perpetrated; since the savages are employed 
with a knowledge, and even with menaces, that tlieir 
fury could not be controlled. Such is the spectacle 
which the deputed authorities of a nation, lioasliug 
its religion and morality, have not been restraiuetl 
from presenting to an enlightened age. 

The misfortune at Detroit was not, howe\er, 
without a consoling effect. It was followed l>y signal 
proofs, that the national spirit rises according to tlie 
pressure on it. The loss of an important post, and of 
the brave men surrendered with it, inspired every 
where new ardor and determination. In the states 
and districts least remote, it was no sooner known, 
than every citizen was i-eady to fly w ilh his arms, at 
once to protect his brethren against the blood-thirsty 
savages let loose by the enemy on an extensive fron- 
tier; and to convert a partial calamity into a source 
of invigorated efforts. This patriotic zeal, which it 
was necessary rather to limit than excite, has embo- 
died an ample force from the states of Kentucky and 
Ohio, and from parts of Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
It is placed, with the addition of a few regulars, un- 
der the command of brigadier general Harrison, who 
possesses the entu*e confidence of his fellow soldiers, 
among whom are citizens, some of them volunteers in 
the ranks, not less distinguished by their political 

t 
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stations^ than by their personal merits. The greater 
portion of this force is proceeding on its destination, 
towards the 3Iichigan territoiy, having succeeded in 
relieving an important frontier post, and in several m- 
eidental operations asainst hostile tribes of savages, 
rendered indispensable by the subserviency into 
which they had been seduced by the enemy ; a se- 
duction the more cruel, as it could not fail to impose 
a necessity of precautionary severities against those 
who yielcfed to it. 

At a recent date, an attack was made on a post 
of the enemy near Niagara, by a detachment of the 
regular and other forces under the command of m.ijor 
eeneral Van Rensselaer of the militia of the state of 
Wew York. The attack, it appears, was ordered in 
compHauce with the ardor of the troops, who exe- 
cuied it with di^^'iugiiished gallantry, and wei-e for a 
time victorious; but not receiving the expected sup- 
port, they were compelled to yield to reinforce- 
ments of British regulars and savages. Our loss has 
bc^.n considerable and is deeply to be lamented. That 
of the enemy, less ascertained, will be the more felt, 
as it includes among the killed the commanding ge- 
neral, who was also tlie governor of the province; 
and was sustained by veteran ttoops, from unexpe- 
rienced soldiers, who must daily improve in the du- 
ties of the field. 

Our expectation of gaining the command of the 
lakes, by the invasion of Canada from Detroit, hav« 
ing been disappointed, measures were instantly taken 
to provide on them a naval force superior to that of 
the enemy. From the talents and activity of the of- 
ficer charged with this object, everj' thing that can be 
done may be expected. Should the present season 
not admit of complete success, the progress made will 
ensure for the next a naval ascendancy, where it is 
essential to our permanent peace with, and control 
over the savages. 
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Amoitg the incidents to the measures of the war, 
I am constrained to advert to the refusal of the gov- 
ernors of Massachusetts and Connecticut, to furnish 
die required detachments of militia towards the de- 
fence of the maritime frontier. The refusal was 
founded on a novel and unfortunate exposition of 
the provisions of the constitution relating to the mi- 
litia. The correspondences which will be before 
J on, contain the requisite information en the subject. 
t is obvious that if the authority of the United 
States to call into ser\'ice and command the militia 
for the public defence, can be tlius frustrated, even 
in a state of declared war, and of course under ap- 
prehensions of invasion preceding war, they are 
not one nation for the purpose most of all requiring 
it; and that tlie public safety may have no other 
resource, than in tliosc large and permanent military 
establishments which are forbiddeu by the principles 
of our free government, and against the necessity of 
which the militia were meant to be a constitutional 
bulwark. 

On the coasts^ and on the ocean, the war has been 
as SQccessful as circumstances inseparable from its 
early stages could promi.^. Oar public ships and 
private cruisers, by their activity, and, where there 
was occasion, by their intrepidity, have made the 
enemy sensible of the difference between a recipro- 
city of captures, and the long confinement of them 
to their side. Our trade, M'ith little exception, has 
safely reached our ports ; ha\'ing been much favor- 
ed in it by the course pursued by a squadron of our 
frigates, under the command of commodore Rodgers. 
And in the instance in which skill and bravery were 
more particularly tried with those of the enemy, the 
American flag had an auspicious triumph. The 
frigate Constitution, commanded by captain Hull, 
aft^r a close and short engagement, completely dis- 
abled and captured a British frisate ; gaining for 
that oflBcer and all on board a praise \vhich cannot 
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be too liberally bestowed ; not merely for the victory 
actually achieved, but for that prompt and cool ex- 
ertion of connnancling talenlH, \viiich, giving to con- 
rage its highest character, and to the force applied 
its full eiicct, proved that more could hnxc been 
done in a contest requiring more. 

Anxious to abridge the evils fi-om Mhich a state 
of war cannot be exempt, I lost no time, after it wa!» 
declared, in conveying to the British government the 
terms on which its progress might be arre^ited. with- 
out awaiting the delays of a formal and final pacifi- 
cation. And our charge dVflaircs at Loudon was, 
at the same time, authorized to agree to an armi^- 
tice founded upon them. These terms required that 
the orders in couucil should be repealed as tliey af- 
fected the Uuiicd Stntej?, without a revival of block- 
ades violating acknowledged rules ; and that there 
should he an immediate discharge of American sea- 
men fi-om Uriti^li ^hip^, and a stop to impi*eri'<'meni 
from American .ships, w itli an understanding that an 
exclusion of the seamen of each nation from the !^hip« 
of the other, should he stipulated ; and tliat the ar- 
mistice should be improved into a definitive aud 
comprehensive adjustment of depending couti-over- 
sies. Although a repeal of the orders susceptible 
of explanations meeting the views of thi.^ govern- 
ment, had taken place before this pacific advance 
was communicated to that of Great Britain, the ad- 
vance was declined, from an avowed rep«i;nauce to 
a suspension of the practice of impressments during 
the armistice, and without any intimation that the 
arrangement proposed with respect to seamen would 
be accepted. Whether the subsequent communica- 
tions from this government, affording an occasion 
for re-considering the subject, on the part of Great 
Britain, will be viewed in a more favorable light, 
or received in a more accommodating spirit, remains 
to be kno\\ii. It would be unwise to relax our 
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measures^ in any respect^ on a presumption of suck 
a result 

Tbe documents from the Department of State, 
mhich relate to this subject, will give a view also of 
the propositions for an armistice, which have been 
received here, one of them fram the authorities at 
Halifax and in Canada, the othrr from the British 
gO^'c^i't^iD^^nt itself, through admiral Warren ; and of 
the grounds on which neither of them could be ac- 
cepted. 

Our alHui's with France retain the posture which 
they held at my last communications to you. Not- 
witlisianding the authorized expectations or an early 
as well as favorable issue to the discussions ou foot, 
these have been procrastinated to the latest date. 
The only intervening occurrence meriting attention, 
is the promulgation of a Fi-ench decree, purporting 
to be- a definitive repeal of the Berlin and Milan de- 
crees. This proceeding, although made tlie ground 
of the repeal of the Britisli orders in council, is ren- 
dered, by tlie time and manner of it, liable to Diany 
objections. 

The final communications fi-om our special mi- 
nister to Denmark, aSbrd further proofs of tlie good 
effects of his mission, and of the amicable disposition 
of the Danish government. From Russia we have 
the satisfaction to receive assurances of contniued 
friendship, and that it will not be affected by the rup- 
ture between the United States and Great Britain. 
Sweden also professes sentiments favorable to the 
subsisting harmony. 

With the Barbary powers, excepting that of Al- 
giers, our affairs remain on the ordinary footing. The 
consul general, residing with that regency, has 
suddenly and without cause been banished, together 
with all the American citizens found there. Whe- 
ther this was the transitory effect of capricious despot- 
ism, or the first act of pi'edetermined hostility, is not 
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Mcertained. Precautions were taken by the consul, 
on the latter supposition. 

The Indian tribes, not under foreign instiga- 
tionsy remain at peace, and receive the civilizing at- 
tentions, which have proved so beneficial to them. 

With a view to that vigorous prosecution of the 
war, to which our national faculties are adequate, 
the attention of Congress will be particularly drawn 
to the insufliciency of existing provisions for fil- 
ling up the military establishment. Such is the hap- 
py condition of our country, arising from the facility 
of subsistence and the high wages for every specie!? 
of occnpation, that notwithstanding the augmented 
inducements provided at the last session, a partial 
success only has attended the recruiting service^ 
The deficiency has been necessarily supplied, dur- 
ing the campaign^ by other than regular troops, witli 
alithe inconveniences and expense incident to them. 
The remedy lies in establishing, more favorably for 
the private soldier, the proportion between liij^ re- 
fompence and the term of his enlistment. And it is 
a subject which cannot too soon or too seriously be 
taken into consideration. 

The same insufBcieucy has been experienced in 
the provisions for volunteers made by an act of the 
last session. The recompence for the service re- 
quired in this case, is still less attractive than in the 
other. And although patriotism alone has sent into 
the field some valuable corps of that description, 
those alone \vho can afibrd the sacrifice can be rea- 
sonably expected to yield to that impulse. 

It will merit consideration also, whether, as 
auxiliary to tlie security of our frontiers, corps may 
not be advantageously organized, with a restriction 
of their services to particular districts convenient to 
them. And whether the local and occasional ser- 
vices of mariners and others in the sea-port towns, 
under a similar organization, would not be a provi- 
dent addition to the means of their defence. 
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I recommend a provision for an increase of the 
general ofii<*ers of the anny^ the dcficieury of which 
has been illustrated by the number and distance of 
separate commands^ which the course of the war and 
tlie advantage of the service have required. 

And I cannot press tor attrongly on the earliest 
attention of the legislature the importance of (he re- 
organization of the staff establisliment^ with a view 
to render more distinct and definite the relation's 
and responssibilitics of its several departments. That 
there is room for improvements which will materially 
promote both economy and success^ in \vhat apper- 
tains to the army and the war^ is equally inculcated 
by the examples of other countries and by the expe- 
rience of our own. 

A revi!$ion of the milida Iolw^ for the purpose of 
rendering them more sy sterna tic^ and better adapting 
them to emergencies of the war, is at this time parti- 
cularly desirable. 

Of the additional ships authorized to be fitted for 
6er\'ice, two will be shortly ready to sail ; a third is 
under repair, aud delay will be avoided in the re- 
pair of the residue. Of the appropriations for the 
pui-chase of materials for ship-building, the greater 
part has been applied to that object^ and the pur- 
chase will be continued with the balance. 

The enterprising spirit which has characterized 
our naval force, and its success both in restraining 
iasnlts and depredations on our coasts, and in re- 
prisals on the enemy, will not fail to recommend an 
enlai^ement of it. 

Tnere being reason to believe that the act pro- 
hibiting the acceptance of British licenses, is not a 
sufficient guard against the use of them for purposes 
favorable to the interests and views of the enemy ; 
further provisions on that subject are highly impor- 
tant. I^or is it less so, that penal enactments should 
be provided for cases of corrupt and perfidious in- 
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tereourse with the enemy, not amounting to treason, 
Boryet embraced by any statutory provisions. 

A eonsiderable number of American \'esselv, 
which were in England when the revocation of the 
€»rdcrs in council took place, were laden with Bri- 
tish manufactures, under an erroneous impression 
that the non-importation act would immediately 
cease to operate, and have arrived in the United 
States. It did not appear proper to exercise, on 
unforeseen cases of such nias:nitude, the ordinary 
powers vested in the treasury cTepartmcnt to mitigate 
forfeiUires, wi(li(**ut previon^ly affording to Congress 
an opportunity of making on the subject such pro- 
vision as they may think proper. In their decision 
they will douhiless equally consult what is due to 
cquiuible consideration^^ and to the public interest. 

The receipts into the treasury, during the year 
ending on the 30th of Scpiemlier last, have exceed- 
ed sixteen millions and a half of dollars; which 
have been snniriont to defray all the demands on 
the treasury to that day. including a necessary re- 
imbursement of near three millions of the principal 
of the public debt. In those receipts is included a 
«um of near five millions eight hundred and fifty 
thousand dollai*s. received on account of the loans 
authorized by the acts of the last session : the 
whole sum actiially obtained on loan amounts to 
eleven millions of dollars, the residue of which being 
ff^ceivable subsequent to the 30th of September last, 
will, together with the current revenue, enable us to 
defray all the cxprn<i> of this year. 

The duties on the late unexpected importations 
fif British manufactures, will render the revenue of 
the ensuing year more productive than could have 
been anticipated. 

The situation of our country, fellow-citizens, 
ia not without its difficulties, though it abounds in 
animating considerations, of which the view here 
presented of our pecuniary resources is an exam- 
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pie. With more than one nation, M'e have serious 
and unsettled contruvcrsies ; and with one, power- 
ful in tlie means and habits of war, we are at war. 
The spirit and strength of the nation are, neverthe- 
less, equal to the support of all its rights, and to car- 
ry it through all its trials. They can be met in that 
confidence. Above all, we ha/e the inestimable 
consolation of knowing that the war in which we 
are actually engaged, is a war neither of ambition 
nor of vain glory ; that it in waged, not in violation of 
the rights of others, but in the maintenance of our 
own ; that it was preceded by a patience without 
example, under wi-ongs accumulating w ithout end ; 
and that it was finally not declared until every hope 
of averting it was extinguished, by the traasfer of 
the British sccpti*e into new hands clinging to for- 
mer councils ; and until declarations were reiterated 
to the last hour, through the British envov here, that 
the hostile edicts against our commercial rights and 
our maritime independence, would not be revoked ; 
nay, that they could not be revoked without violat- 
ing the obligations of Great Britain to other pow- 
ers, as well as to her own interests. To have shrunk, 
under such circumstances, from manly resistance, 
would have been a degradation blasting our best 
and proudest hopes : It would have struck us from 
the high rank where the virtuous struggles of our 
fathers had placed us, and have betrayed the mag- 
nificent legacy which we hold in trust for future ge- 
nerations. It would have acknoM'ledged that on the 
element which forms three-fourths of the globe we 
inhabit, and where all independent nations have 
equal and common rights, the American people w ere 
not an independent people, but colonists and vas- 
sals. It was at this moment, and with such an alter- 
native, that war was chosen. The nation felt the 
necessity of it and called for it The appeal was 
accordingly made, in a just cause, to the just and 
All-powerAil Bein:; who holds in his hand the chain

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of events and the clcsliny of nations. It remains 
bnlyy that faitliful to oun^elves, entangled in no con- 
nections with tlic views of otlier powei*S9 and ever 
ready to accept jieacc from the hand of justice^ we 
prosecute the war willi unitiMl councils^ and with 
the ample faculties of the nation^ until peace he so 
obtained^ and as the only meau;^^ unde^ the divine 
blessings of speedily obtaining it.

A nation feeling what it owes to itself and to its 
citizens, would never abandon to arbitrary violence 
on the ocean, a class of them whicli gave such ex- 
amples of capacity and courage iu defeni:if*g thcii* 
rights on that element: examples whicli ought to 
impress on the enemy, however brave and powerful, 
a preference of justice and peace to hostility against a 
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conntrj' whose prosperous career may be accelerated^ 
but caunot be prevented by the assaults made on it.

That the following article be proposed to the legis- 
latures of the several states as an amendment to the 
cotistitution of the United States, which, when rati- 
fied by thrce-foiirths of the said legislatures, shall 
be valid to all intents and purposes, as part of the 
said constitution, viz. 

That for the purpose of choosing representatives 
in the Congress of the United States, each state 
shall by its legislature be divided into a number of 
districts, equal to the number of representatives to 
which such state may be entitled. 

Those districts shall be formed of contiguous ter- 
ritory, and contain as nearly as may be an equal 
numl>er of inhabitants entitled by the constilutioN to 
lie represented : In each district the qualified voter* 
shall elect one representative and no more. 

That for the purpos^c of appointing electors of pre- 
sident and vice-prcsidetit of the United States, each 
state shall by its legislatui*e be divided into a number 
of districts equal to the numlier of electors to which 
such state may be entitled : Those districts shall be 
composed of contiguous territory', and contain as 
nearly as may be an equal m*mber of inhabitants en- 
titled by the con^atihition to representation. In each 
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dbtrict tlie persons qnalificd to vote for representa- 
tives, shall appoint one elector and no more. The 
electorn vhcn convened shall have power, in case 
anjT one or more of those ap|M>inted as above pre- 
scribed shall fail to attend for the purposes of their 
said appointment on the day prescribed for giving 
their votes for President and Vice-President of the 
United States, to appoint another or others to act in 
the place of him or them so failing to attend* 

Neither the districts for choosing representatives 
nor those for appointing electors shall be altered in 
any state, until a census and apportionment of re- 
presentatives under it, made subsequent to the di- 
vision of the state into districts, shall change the 
number of representatives and of electors to which 
such state shall be entitled. The division of the 
states into dii^tricts hereby provided for, shall take 
place immediately arter this amendment shall be 
adopted and ratified as a part of the constitution of 
the United States, and successively afterwards 
whenever by a census and apportionment of rciirc- 
sentatives under it, the number of representatives 
and of electors to which any state may be entitled, 
shall be changed : the division of such state into 
districts for the purposes lioth of choosing represen- 
tatives and of appointing electors shall be altered 
agreeably to the provisions of this amendment, and 
on no other occasion.

I LAY before Congress copies of a proclama- 
tion of the British lieutenant governor of the Island 
of Bermuda, which hns appeared under circum<i(tan- 
ees leaving no doubt or iis unthrnticity. It recites a 
British order in council of liie i^Glti of October last, 
providing for the supply of the British West Indies 
and other colonial pussi!ssions, by a trade under spe- 
cial licenses ; and is accompanied by a circular in- 
struction to the colonial gtucruors, wliiirh contuies 
licensed importations from ports of the United States, 
to the ports of the eastern j-talcs exclusively. 

The government of Great JJrit.'iin had already in- 
troduced into her commerce during war, a system, 
which, at once violating tlie riglits of other nations, 
and resting on a mass of forgery and peijury i!n- 
known to other time:$, was making an unfortunate 
progress in undermining those principles of morality 
and religion, which are the best foundation of na- 
tional happiness. 

The policy now proclaimed to the world, intro- 
duces into her modes of warfare a system equally

The general tendency of these demoralizing and 
disorganizing contrivances, will be reprobated by 
the civilized and christian world: and the insulting 
attempt on the virtue, tl*«e ho!ior, the patriotism, and 
the fidelity of our brcthrt^n of th?i eastern states, will 
not fail to call forth all their iudjgnatiou and resenr 
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Eicn! ; and to atf acli more and more all the states to 
tli<it happy union ami constitulion, a«;aui.st which 
aach in^ifiious and malignant artifices are directed. 
The bcH.er to gunrd. nevcrtheU*ss, against the ef- 
fect of infliviiliial rnpiditv and treachcrv, and to turn 
Iho corrupt projects of the enemy against himself^ 
I recommend to Ihr consideration of Congress the 
expediency of an efilrctnal pi-ohibition of any trade 
ivhatever« liy citizens or inhabitants of the United 
S:atesy under special lice • ^es, whether relating to 
persons or ports: and in aid thcivof a prohibition of 
all cxportatioi;>i from the United Slalrs in foreign 
bottoms, few of which arc actually employed: whilst 
DiulUplying counterfeits of their flags and papers 
are covering and encouraging l!ie navigation of the 
enemy.
